ERE is no future for

Rabbi Joachim Prinz of 
Newark, NJ. has reported 
upon his return to America 
after a visit to his former 
pulpit in Berlin. Rabbi Prinz, 
a member of the World Jew- 
ish Congress Executive, is 
the first German rabbi to 
return to preach for his old 
congregation. 


Nineteen years after his ex- 
pulsion by the Nazis, Rabbi 
Prinz addressed in Berlin a 
congregation numbering ap- 
proximately 350, most of them 
elderly people, who are the 
remaining survivors of a 
flourishing 3,000-member con- 
gregation. The pulpit from 
which Dr. Prinz preached is 
a replacement, built by the 
West German Government, 
for the rabbi's original syna- 
gogue. This was one of the 
1500 German synagogues 
which went up in flames on 
the night of November 98, 19388, 
at the order of Hitler.

Commenting on his visit 
to his old congregation, Rab- 
bi Pring declared: “It was a 
very moving experience. In- 
stead of my old congregation 
of 3,000 people, the great 
majority of whom were 
youthful er in the prime of 
life, now I faced between 300 
and 400, mostly old people.” 

The trend in building com- 
bined synagogues and homes 
for the aged has tragic im- 
plications, Rabbi Prinz assert- 
ed, “because k means that 
they,are dying congregations. 
Some of the members are 
former Judges or other public 
officials who served before 
Nazism.
